Incidentally 1 
may observe that the Audit Act has 
new been in foree for about twenty- 
five years. Some of the best men 
on the other side of the House, have 
been endeavoring to point out the ne- 
eessity for some chanzes in the Act, 
and t think witbout offence ! may 
gay, that they have brought to th» 
discussion of this question not ont 
the information they may have  ac- 
quired during their experience in 
paurlinment, but as well, information 
which must have come to them 
throuch daiiy contact with the Aadi- 
ier General for some time past. And, 
net withstanding their personal exper- 
senev, and netwithstanding the infor- 
mation they may have acquired as a 
resuit of their intercourse with the 
Auditor General, they have net been 
ahle ¢o point out a single case which 
has occurred during these twenty- 
five years in which a dollar of public 
mency has been paid out as a result 
ef some defect in the Audit Act.

And, so far as the Auditor 
General is concerned, I repeat what I 
said a moment ago::-1 have no quarrel 
with him personally, but he is _ ioo 
much of a man, | assume, and too 
vain of his own 9pinion not to see 
that people who differ {rom -him 
should not be afraid to declare their 
differences. And when I come to dis- 
euss the matter further, I shall have 
occasion to point owt inaccuracies in 
connection with the statement in con- 
nection with the Davis contract far 
more serious and more important than 
the one pointed out by the leader of 
the opposition Lhis morning.
